The resigna’ of Superintendent Joseph 
Robbins, which he has sent to the trustees 
to be acted upon at their meeting tomorrow 
and which he will insist upon being accepted, 
removes practically the last barrier between 
the Yates political harpies and complete con- 
trol of the iistitution. The trustees will hold 
another meeting at Springfield on Tuesday. 
Governor Yates will be present, and it is 
probable a new superintendent will. be 
chosen, 
Superintendent Robbins will not admit he 
has resigned nor talk of the matter. But In 
Jacksonville, where Dr. Robina has the 
sympathy of hundreds of friends and ad- 
mirers, his reasong ere not secrets. He re- 
signed because it & aah for any man 
to do his best work or work that he can be 
satisfied with under the circumstances. Dr. 
Robbins is an excellent official. He stands 


_high in his profession. He no longer 
serve the State when his influence is nothing 


compared with the power that dominates the 
Central Hospital for the Insane, as it does all 
other Illinois charitable institutions. 


Friends Tell Why He Resigned. 

Dr. Robbins will not talk, His closest 
friend here declares that ever since the day 
Dr. Robbins was foolish enough to accept 
the appointment from Governor Yates he has 
regretted it, Within a short time after he 
took charge of the institution the superin- 
tendent found that some force was working 
against him in every effort he made to im- 
prove the service of the asylum or to remedy 
abuses which he saw all about him. He 
found himself balked in every direction by an 
influence 80 subtle that it was almost im- 
possible to trace ittoany source. He discov- 
ered appointees who apparently possessed 
more power than did he as superintendent. 
Work under these circumstances for a man 
who had the good of his at heart 
became unbearable. 

For weeks Superintendent Robbins has 
been considering the advisability of resign- 
ing. He hated to desert his heipless charges, 
but he found that, working against Yates- 
ism, he could do no good at the asylum. 
Convinced of this he determined to take his 
talents to other fields where they might be of 
‘gome good, and he sent his resignation to 
the trustees. | 


Parallel of Professor Hall’s Case. 

The canp of Dr. Robbins is an exact 
parallel of that of Professor Frank H. Hall, 
who resigned the superintendency of the asy- 
lum for the blind here in February because 
he could no longer struggle against the po-.

Chilled by Exposure. 


The weather Saturday night was ex-

.When, yesterday morning dawned the 
King was unable to leave his bed. He had 
promised to attend the parade service of 
the Royal Horse Artillery and the cavalry 
brigade at All Saints’ Church, but he was 
compelled to give up the engagement. 

Queen Alexandra and the other members 
of the royal party attended the service at 
church, but remained in the King’s apart- 
ments for the rest of the day.

King Is Overworked. 

The King has been working too hard for 
the last month, and although he has stood 
up under the strain remarkably well those 
‘close to the royal family are apprehensive 
that today’s illness may compel him to can- 
cel many of his pre-coronation engagements.

King Edward’s indisposition was an- 
nounced too late to become generally known 
in London yesterday, but, considering the 
near approach of the coronation, it is bound 
to cause extreme anxiety. 

In spite of the hope expressed at Alder- 
shot last night that he would be able to at- 
tend the review of troops to be held there 
today, it is more than likely that Sir Fran- 
cig Laking will forbid his Majesty to run 
any further risk, especially as the weather 
continues to be coldand rainy. Sir Francis 
will probably enjoin the King to rest for 


another day.

LIFE SAVERS FIND BODY. 


Accident Oceurs at Michigan City 
as Party Starts on Return 
from the Race

As the fleet of the Columbia Yacht club 
was sailing out of the river at Michigan City 
yesterday morning on the return trip to Chi- 
cago after the annual Michigan City race 
George M. Finney, a member of the crew of 
the schooner yacht Tartar, was knocked 
overboard by the gybing of the foreboom, 
and killed, 

J. Fred Nicholson of fie same crew leaped 
into the river after him immediately, and 
made a heroic effort to save Finney’s life. 
He almost lost his own in the attempt, being 
rescued by the Hfesaving crew just as he 
was thoroughly exhausted: 

Finney’s body was recovered by the life- 
savers within five minutes, and they worked 
for two hours in an unsuccessful effort to 
resuscitate him. 


Big Crowd Lines the Pier.

Nicholson tried to hold Finney’s head above 


on his clothing and was forced to see him go 
under again. Nicholson swam carefully, 
waiting for Finney to come up for the second 
time, but the body did not rise. In despera- 
tion Nicholson dived again and again, but 
he could not see dnything inthe murky water 
and his efforts were unavailing. 

The accident occurred directly tn front of 
the life saving station and was witnessed by 
the lookout and some members of the crew 
who were watching the yachts depart.

Life-Savers Recover Body. 


Several members of the life crew then com- 
menced diving for Finney’s body, and soon 
recovered it, All the arts known to life 
savers for the resuscitation of partly 
drowned persons were employed by Captain 
Kent, but without success. A physician was 
called, and he gave it as his opinion that 
Mr. Finney! was killed by the blow he re- 
ceived and did not drown. It is thought 
neck was broken,

reached Michigan City during the afternoon.

that it was due to the clouds. When asked 
about the volcanic dust he looked surprised 


and asked where it had been seen. When 
told that the sunrise of the morning had the 


same coloring as the sunset he was still 
further interested. 


“It is probable,” he said. “ The dust of 


the West Indies eruptions has been caught 
in the upper currents of air and has already 
fallen in the South.

to those noted today.”’ 

Coupled with the falling of dust Chicago 
had a day of exceptional happenings. The 
changes in the weather were swift and 
marked. Showers féll at intervals and the 
fall was heavy, being almost half an inch.

TERRIFIC WIND AND RAIN 
STORM STRIKES ALTON, ILL. 


Sloudburst, Accompanied by Lightning 


and Hail, Does Much Damage and 
Endangers Liveés.; 


Alton,: Ill, June, 15,— 1.J—A terrific 
storm broke over this city at 12:30 this after- 
noon. Over three inches of rain fell. ‘Wind, 
rain, hail, and lightning much damage. 
The postoffice building was struck by light- 
ning and Grafton Clark was knocked un- 
conscious. The flames were extinguished 
by the flood of water which fell. The streets 
soon became torrents, sewers were gorged, 
cellars filled, and trees torn up by their roots. 
All traffic over the street car lines was sus- 
pended, the tracks being covered with the 
trunks of trees and débris borne from the 
hills by the torrents. The icago, Peoria 
and St. Louis railroad was torn up 
for two blocks by a washout. At Sports- 
man’s Park, where a game of baseball was 
being played, spectators were sent scurry- 
ing for shelter, 150 feet of fencing being 
level by the wind. In the Piasa Creek 
Valley the water swept away 4 number of 
srvall dwellings: occupied by workingmen.

WINDOW GLASS COMPANY HIDES 
ITS LATEST PURCHASE. 


q 


Mechanical Blowers Which Are Ex- 
pected te Bring About an Enormous 
Saving in Cost of Production Are 
Likely to Be in Operation by Sept. 1 
—No Details Regarding the Work- 
ings Are Allowed to Get Out—No Cat 
im Price Probable. 


Alexandria, Ind., June 15.—[{Special.}]—The 
Du Pauw window-house, owned by the Amer- 
ican Window Glass company, is just now the 
most carefully guarded spot from both with- 
in and without of any place in the State of 
Indiana, unless it would be the State pris- 
ons. Yesterday when visited by a reporter 
for Tar TRIBUNE admission, as was expect- 
ed, was denied. 

The fence which surrounds the factory 
is eight feet high and is topped by heavy 
barbed wire. Men on the inside pace up and 
Gown along each of the four sides of the 
inclosure. All this secrecy is to keep the 
public’s eye off the twelve new blowing ma- 
chines which the company has erected and is 
experimenting with. 3 

Forty or fifty laborers have been busy 
setting up these machines under tbe guidance 
of George BE. Moore of Pittsburg, general 
superintendent of‘the American Window 
Glass company's mechanical de partment, as- 
sisted by R. W.. Bridge, mechanical engi- 
neer of the Westinghouse Manufacturing 


company. 

Mr. Boland, the loca! superi:tendent, ad- 
mitted in effect that the mavhines were 
working in an experimental way, but denied 
that glass in either commercial quantities 
or marketable quality had as yet been made.

Big Cut in Expense Certain. 

Before the shutdown last winter, ostensibly 
far lack of workmen, the factory employed

Baltimore, Md., June 15.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Dr. W. A. Crawford Frost, rector of the 
Church of the Holy Comforter, who created 
a stir at a dinner in New York by demanding 
that Mr.Carnegie put up $5,000,000 to place his 
“thought recorder "’ on the market, has in- 
terested a number of men here in his pat- 
ents.

“The time would seem to be opportune to 
establish in the world a new idea of culture. 
The old culture, the culture of the mind, is 
static, and is symbolized by a stholar pas- 
sively acquiring knowledgeina library.

The converse proposi- 
tion is certainly true, that to the culture of 
the colleges the labor world is itself indiffer- 
ent, if not actively hostile.”

The nearness 
of the docks and the appearance of the 
Cygnus’ sister boat, the Pegasus, bound to 
Coney Island, helped to keep down the ex- 
citement. 

Meanwhile a man who attends to heaving 
lines at Pier 1 had shouted across to a 
policeman at Pier A that the Cygnus was 
afire.

When Freed from Police Court by Jus- 


, His Sanity, the Victim of Alleged 
Kidnaping Talks of Strange Perse- 
eutions — Takes Reporters to His 
House, Where He Cries Out That 
Valuable Papers Are Missing. 


New York, June 15.—[Special.]—Carlo 
Cappapene, described as the Marquis di Cor- 
dova, was discharged from custody in the 
Harlem Police Court today.

Disbrow that he was a beaten man in every 
way. 
Bridge Suicide May Be Disbrow. 

A man whose description resembles that 
of Disbrow committed suicide by jumping 
from the center of the river span of the 
Brooklyn bridge into the. river at 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon. His body was not 
recovered. 


Policeman Dorn attempted to grab the 


man, but just as he put his foot on the wire 
netting the man jumped. The passengers 
On several cars saw the man jump. 


The police describe the suicide as being 


about 27 years old, 5 feet 7 inches tall. and 
weighing 175 pounds, He wore a dark sack 
coat, dark trousers, a black derby hat, and 
Was smooth shaven. The descriptiong fol- 
low closely that of Disbrow. 

Minor Developments of Day. 

There were several minor developments 
today, each of sufficient importance in the 
minds of Good Ground people to warrant an 
investigation. Coroner Nugent made no 
examination of Foster's body after it was 
brought ashore, the man being buried in the 
clothes he wore when he was hauled out of 
the bay. It developed today that Foster had 
$50 in money and a large number of papers 
with him when he started out with Disbrow 
and Miss Lawrence. Neither money nor pa- 
pers were found on him when his body was 
recovered. 

‘Walton’s knowledge of the fight on the 
beach came from Disbrow. When Disbrow 
left there he took Walton with him. Wal- 
ton says he kept the story to himself be- 
cause he got it from’ Disbrow while he was 
living on Disbrow’s bounty. Today he be- 
came worried, and in a statement to 
Coroner Nugent Walton said that on Tues- 
day he was idling around a boarding-house 
when Disbrow came in. Although a stran- 
— Walton, he walked up to him and 
said: 

“Do you want to go to Quoque?”’ 

**I do, but I have no money,” said Wal- 
ton. ‘*Come over with me this afternoon, 
I'll pay your way,” said Disbrow. . 

A number of persons heard this conver- 
sation, and they say Disbrow seemed nerv- 
ous and excited. Disbrow bought two tick- 
ets to Quoque, | 

Tells Where to Find Foster. | 

While waiting for the train Station Agent 
Topping asked Disbrow if he could tell him 
where he could find Clarence Foster... At 
the time it was only known to a few people 
that Foster and Mise Lawrence were miss- 
ing. Topping knew Foster and Disbrow had 
been out the night before, | 

He’s up in Squaretown! woods, near the 
clubhouse, sleeping off a drunk.”’ 

Disbrow mea@mt near the Hampton Pines 
club, where he and Foster and Miss Law- 
rence had dined the night before. When 
Jopping pressed him closer about the matter 
Disbrow said he had left Foster in the woods 
earlier in the day, a story which subsequent 
developments have shown to be untrue. 

Walton says he and Disbrow went to

| drinks. Disbrow cashed a check for $20. 


With part of this money he hired a carriage 
and he and Walton drove to Eastport. Wal- 
ton says his companion seemed nervous and 
excited.

Disbrow’s Story of Fight. 
' At 3 o’clock in the morning Walton saye 
he was aroused by Disbrow walking up and 
down theroom. The man was wild-eyed and 
haggard, he says. Walton asked him what 


was the matter and he says Disbrow replied: 


I’m heart-broken. ‘ Dimp’ shook me for 
Foster, and they’ve run off together. | 

“‘ All three of us were out together to havea 
good time. Early in the morning we went 
over to Ternall’'s and *‘Dimp’ and Foster 
came up intomyroom. We made some noise 
and Ternall come up and kicked about bring- 
ing the girl up in the room. ‘Dimp’ went 
down stairs and Clarence and I had a row. 
Then Clarence went down stairs and I was 
going to bed, but they called to me to come 
down and say good by as they were going 
away for good. I went down, and we had

Woman Contradicts Disbrow. 

Miss Pearsall, who occupied a room in the 
Ternall. house just across the hall from Dis- 
brow’s notified Coroner Nugent today that 
after Disbrow left his room at 2 o'clock 
Tuesday morning and joined Foster and Miss 
Lawrence outskie, she heard no more of him 
until daybreak, when he Came in speaking 
to her collie. Disbrow says he came in at 
once. If Miss Pearsall is correct he did not 
come in for at least two hours after he joined 
Foster and Miss Lawrence, 


Criticism of Coroner. 


Criticism of Coroner Nugent for burying 
Foster without any examination of his body 
and for holding an inquiry without calling 
any witnesses but Miss Pearsall and the 
persons who found the bodies is general. 
The Coroner admits he has done nothing to 
find Disbrow. 

The story that Foster’s money was miss- 
ing when found, and another one that Foster 
won $125 from Disbrow at poker on Satur- 
day last, wae called to the attention of the 
Coroner, but he said he did not think it wag 
necessary to investigate them. 

Louis Foster, the dead man’s brother, says 
he knows Clarence had between $50 and §60 
in his pocket on Monday. None of this 
money has been found.

THRONG-AWED FOR A TIME 


Disturbances at Pawtucket, R. I. 
Continue and a Larger 
Guard Is Needed, 


Pawtucket, R. I., June 15.—[Special.]— 
Seven hundred soldiers, sent by Governor 
_Kimball to restore order, were unable to 
prevent rioting today except in the central 
part of the city. In the suburbep, where the 
military guard was less closely drawn, the 
disturbances were renewed and soon spread 
to the neighboring city of Central Falis. 

The resumption of the electric service, 
which had been abandoned since Thursday, 
was the signal for demonstrations at all 
points where neither soldiers nor police were 
stationed, and the character of the attacks 


grew worse until the traction company was 


forced to abandon the car service. 
More Troops Are Needed. 

The disorders extended over so great an 
area that the .troops available were unable 
to handle the situation, and % was said that 
before the usual car traffic can be resumed 
it will be necessary to place the City of Cen- 
tral Falls and parts of Cumberland, Lincoln, 
and North Providence under military con- 
trol. To do this an increase in the number 
of troops will be necessary. 

It was demonstrated that the cars could not 
be operated in safety under the present con- 
ditions. The tracks were obstructed and 
cars were pelted with stones by the mobs, 
not only in the suburbs of this city but in 
Central Falls. Missiles struck many of the 
employés, some of whom were injured, and 


rolling stock was damaged. 


Crowd Faces a Machine Gun. 
About 8,000 persons gathered around one 
car in Central Falls, and their attitude was 
so threatening that a machine gun was 
loaded and two companies of marines were 
ordered to charge the crowd. The car pro- 
ceeded, but the line was later abandoned. 
The marines then marched through the city, 
and at another point the machine gun was 
made ready for action when it became ap- 
parent that an outburst was imminent. 

Mayor Fales of Central Falls, not having 
requested military protection from the Goy- 
ernor, asked that the troops be withdrawn, 
ca this was done after two hours of serv-

LEADING NEBRASKA LAWYER 
DIES SUDDENLY IN CHICAGO. 


3 Genio M. Lambertson of Lincoln, For- 
mer Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, a Victim of Heart Disease. 


Genio M. Lambertson of Lincoin, Neb., 
formerly Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and one of the leading lawyers in the 
West, died yesterday morning at the Palmer 
House of heart disease. 

Mr. Lambertson came to Chicago on Sat- 
urday, and, after attending a ball game at 
Marshall Field, he went to a banquet at the 
University of Chicago in the evening and 
responded to a toast.

Federation of Labor Takes 
_ Steps to Settle Differences 
‘Between Trades. 


TO END SMALL STRIKES. 


Commission Will Define Divid- 
ing Lines Over Which Con- : 
tention Arises.

the conflicting organizations. 

There will be men on the commission who 
understand the grounds for the contention 
made by their unfons and who are capable 
of conveying their opinions to the other mem- 
bets. In addition to these men, whenever

Authority of Naval Militia Officers Over 
Sailors in the Regular Service Now 
Somewhat in Doubt. 3 


The case of William Butler, the naval fire- 
man who is confined aboard the training ship 
Dorothea ‘awaiting court-martial on a 
charge of assaulting LAeutenant Commander 
Charles W. Tuttle of the First Ship’s Crew 
of the Illinois Naval Militia, will result in a | 
decision from the naval authorities which 
will define clearly the powers of navai mlli- 
tia officers who have enlisted men from the 
regular navy detailed for servic6 under them. 

The verdiet of the court will establigh a 
precedent in the service since the Navy de- 
partment has loaned a number of craft to the 
various State organizations and in every case 
has furnished a few men to look after Uncle 
Sam's property and to act as instructors to 
the militia.

‘me | HERE are few branches of research of more fas- 
cinating interest, presenting constantly varying 
| aspects and new, strange facts, than that of an- 
imal life.

| It is told that two snails, one sickly, the other strong, 
were placed in a garden ill-provided with the food snails 
’ feed upon. The healthy snail left its mate, climbed a 
high garden wall, and after twenty-four hours returned 
to its companion, and together they went over the wall 
to the adjoining garden. Did the one tell the other of 
food beyond the wall? How did the snail find its way 
back to its mate? Has a snail memory of locality? 
Fish often take trips overland from one pond to an- 
other. Some use their fins in crawling, others progress 
by pumping. The climbing perch is said not only to 
creep over the land, many together, but has been 
known to climb the fan palm garden tree in search of 
crustacea that form its food. In climbing it holds on 
by its gills, and pushes itself up with its tail, bending 
it up sideways, then straightening it. Spines in the 
tail fin catch in the bark. A case of a frog being taught 
to come at the call of its name is said to be well authen- 
 -tieated. “Young alligators just hatched and knowing 
nothing of the locality have been set down at a distance 
from water, their heads turned away.

Ann Arbor, Mich., June 15.—[Special.}~To- 


night ushered in the annual commencement. 
week of the University of Michigan, and the 
nearly 750 members of the class of '02 gath- 
ered in University Hall to listen to the bac- 
calaureate sermon by President Angell, who 
took for his subject: ‘‘ The New Era in High- 
er Education,.”” He predicted that the mag- 
nificent gifts of many millions of dollars to 
universities meant an increased number of 
gifted men and women who would pursue ad- 
vanced studies and original research work. 


“The tendency is,” he said “,that the 
alists lose the appreciation of other de- 


partments of learning and the erroneous be- 
lief that they may be safely negligent of their 
duty as teachers in order to push the work 
of research. 


“Tt is to be hoped that the overwhelming 


greed for gain will not maké its way from 
the market place into the souls of scholars. 
If the munificent endowments are to put an | 
end to the good old days of plain living and 
high thinking it is far better that those en- 
dowments should have been sunk in the 
fathomless seas. 

“It is important that increased facilities for 
| higher education shall not be permitted to 
make students indifferent to public affairs. 
In some manner every intelligent man should | 
make his intelligent contribution toward the 
creation of a sound public sentimentin every 
emergency. The educated man should exert 
an elevating influence through all the 
agencies which can be reached by contact 
with the social life of people. And, finally, it 
is to be hoped that in pushing out, however | 
far, the boundaries of knowledge we shall | 
never lose sight of our relations to the su- 
preme intelligence.”

This belief is based largely on the fact that 
the southeastern States are almost entirely 
out of wheat, and that buyers are in the 
southwestern markets to furnish millers 
with supplies. There are only a few of the 
southwestern States where much more than 
half or three-quarters are promhised, accord- 
ing to the showing made by the government ' 
report. Nearer home the condition is much 
better, and there is lite in the genera) situa- 

tion to cause alarm. 

That there is a casual belief in eventual 
higher prices for wheat is shown by its 
steady accumulation by some of the most 
substantial men im the local trade. The ex- 
port movement for the week was not particu- 
larly flattering to holders, as it did show a 
slight falling off for the week, but a substan- 
tial increase from.Jan, 1 to date. 


Trade Afraid of July Corn. 


The market in corn ‘was more or less con- 
ed by the conditions which surround the 
July delivery. This is making the trade 
somewhat afraid of September, because ofa 
belief that manipulation may extend to that 
month as well, but the deferred deliveries 
are fairly well bought. While prices .on 
June and July show a slight increase, there 
was a retrograde movemem on September, 
December, and May.

STRIKE MAKES A DULL MARKET. 


‘Wall Street Dealings Reduced by An- 
thracite Troubles, but Prices 
Hold Firm. | 
BY A CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, June 14.—[Special. The abi 
thracite coal strike continues to restrict trad- 
ing in stocks, but it is not effective in bring- 
ing about a lower level of values. Prices 
have held remarkably strong. There has 
been no important liquidation, no aggressive 
efforts to lower values, and no indication 
that investors or prominent speculators in- 
tend to part with ‘their holdings.. Just so 
long as manufacturers are able tosecure soft 
coal there wll be' no important check to the 
country’s industriel prosperity from fee 
hard coal strike.

RUSSIAN TRADE GROWING. 


EXPORTS FROM AMERICA IN 1901 
GREATEST EVER KNOWN. 


Farmers in the Czar’s Dominion Prefer 
Agricultural Implements Manufac- 
tured in the United States to Those 
from Any Other Country—Most of 
Them Admitted Free of Duty—Easy 
to Sef Goods—Germany Our Strong- 
est Competitor—How to Sell Goods. 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—Mr. Frederic 
Emery, Chief of the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, toda} made public the following in- 
teresting extract from “ Commercial Rela- 
tions for 1901’’ concerning the trade of the 
United States with Russia last year: 3 

‘Consul Heenan of Odessa says that the 
sale of. agricultural machinery and imple- 
ments of American origin was larger in 
Russia in 1901 than during any year on rec- 
ord. One American firm alone did a bustness 
which passed the $1,000,000 mark. 

“The City of Odesea has been a heavy 
purchaser of our goods in connection with 
the new public hospital now under construc- 
tion. Among the articles bought were 1,500 
radiators for heating purposes; these cams: 
under the increased tariff on American man- 
ufactures. 

Agricultural Machinery Free. 

‘‘ Agricultural machinery of certain kinds, 
however—including steam thrashers—is ad- 
mitted free, and our harvestets, binders, 
mowers, reapers, and horse rakes are s0 
favorably known as todefy competition. On 


‘the whole, American plows, drilis, seeding } 


machines, corn planters, cultivators, farm 
wagons, fodder choppers, etc., are not to be 
found tn Russia. The Congul says there is 
no reason why they should not meet with a 
ready sale, except plows, which cost more 
than the German or Russian article. 

On the other hand, Coneul General Hollo- 
way at St. Petersburg says our plows are 
generally used in Siberia. The Consul Gen- 
eral adds: | 

“*As a rule Russians prefer American 
goods and machinery, which commané bet- 
ter prices here than similar ~~ made in 
any other portion of the worl 

“ Germany is our most active trade com- 
petitor in Russia, and her proximity and 
the fact that many of the business-men of 
Russia understand German, and the credits 
that are granted by German firms, give this 
country great advattage in commerce. 


American Goods Preferred. 

‘* Nevertheless, where American goods are 
known they have the preference, because of 
their superior finish and quality. The Ger- 
mans have been specially active since the 
retaliatory duty was placed on our goods 
by the Russian government, and they have 
been successful in obtaining a number of 
orders that otherwise would have gone to 
America. 

** Besides agricultural machinery, we send 
Russia typewriters, bicycles, saws, steel 
rails, cotton, resin, and hickory lumber for 
wheels, etc. 

“American exporters should remember 
that everything printed in Russian must 
undergo press censorship before it is ad- 
mitted to the country. American exporters 
who desire to circulate in Russia advertising 
matter printed im the Russian language 
should address a petition to Count Alexander 
Mouravieff, Chief of the Central Committee 
of Foreign Censorship, describing the char- 
acter of the publication for which admisston 
is desired and requesting permiesion to in- 
troduce the same into Russia. This petition 
will be more likely to receive immediate at- 
tention if written in Ruesian or French; it 
should also bear revenue stamps of the value 
of 1.60 rubles (84 cents). 

“ The most effective way to gain trade in 
Russia is to work the field with intelligent 
men well supplied with samples, who can 
familiarize themselves with Russian busi- 
ness methods and inform themselves as to 
the financial standing of the puonee with 
whom they propose to deal.”’ ) 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT WANTS 
GAS SERVICE INSPECTION. 


Weekly. Report Declares Enormous 
Leakage from Mains Is Serious 
Menace to Life. 


In its report for the week ending yester- 
day the city Health department refere to 
the semi-asphyxiation of a number of occu- 
pants of buildings on South Water street. 
between Clark and Dearborn streets, and 
the recent sacrifice of Hfe in the explosion 
in Archer avemue as evidence that the enor- 
mous gas leakage in all large cities is a 
serious menace to pubMc health. The re- 
port, in this connection, recommends mu- 
nicipal inspection and regulation of the gas 
service as a supplement to the efforts of the 
medical profession in fighting diseases which 
are aggravated by the breathing of con- 
taminated air. The report speaks as fol- 
lows on this subject: 

* The evil is a serious one, and the medion! 
profession both in this country and abroad 
is making special study of gas-contaminated 
alr as an increasing cause of disease; but 
the efforts of the profession need to be sup- 
plemented by municipal inspection and the 
regulation of the gao service, especially in 
the size, material, and laying of gas main 
pipes and connections so ae to reduce to a 
minimum a leakage which amounts to sev- 
2 millions of cubic feet a day in this 
city.”’ 

Pending the completion of the Coroner's | 
inquest the report withbolds comment on 
the Woodruff Hotel disaster} but again 
urges the necessity for a radical revision 
of the hospital ordinance, which is called 
inoperable.”’ 

“As the ordinance now stands," says the 
report, “the Health department is power- 
less to close any hospital, no matter how 
flagrantly its maintenance violates the pro- 
visions of the ordinance. What is needed 
is that the Commissioner of Health be em- 
powered to summarily close and if necessary 
vacate any hoepitel which, after trial and 
conviction of violation of the provisions of 
the ordinance, continues to be operated in 
an unsafe and improper manner with regard 
to the care and treatme of its inmates 
With such power the St. Luke’s society 
would have beer debarred from operating 
after its first conviction last November.” 

The continued improvement of public 
health conditions is referred to as follows: 

“‘Next to November the month of June 
has had the lowest mortality rates of any 
of the months during the last twenty years. 
Last week's total death«, 461, furnish an an- 
nual death rate per 1,000 of population only 


-three-hundredths of 1 per cent higher than 


that of the corresponding week last year.”
